Title:  Reserved Jurisdiction – Unforeseen Impacts 

 

When Used:  In permits when information is not available to adequately determine the impact of 

the project on fish and wildlife resources. 

 

Term:   

The State Water Resources Control Board reserves jurisdiction in the public interest to modify 

the terms and conditions of this permit, including imposition of requirements to alter project 

facilities or operations and to modify instream flow releases, in the event of unforeseen adverse 

impacts to fish or wildlife.  Board action will be taken only after notice to interested parties and 

opportunity for hearing. 
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
